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SOCIAL-CLIMBING ULCERS 
Many |)eople seem to regard ulcers as 
one of the prize symptoms of our high­ 
paced industrial civ ilization. Ev en before 
the tensions of the cold war, they were 
almost standard equipment in the nation’s 
executiv e offices. 
Comedian Fred Allen once described an 
executiv e as an “ ulcer on the end of a 
pencil.” 
Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson, 
lunching recently with a dozen cartoonists 
who had been busy lampooning him, in­ 
directly indicated that maybe top execu­ 
tiv es are managing somehow to transfer 
the ailment to their subordinates. 
“ Heard the definition of an executiv e? ” 
he asked. “ He’s a fellow w ho wears a wor­ 
ried expression on his assistant’s face.” 
Still, from all acounts, it’s doubtful that 
the transfer of pain has been quite com­ 
plete. The top men in our world still flock 
to the medics with the old complaint. 
Now, suddenly a professor comes along 
to say that maybe it’s the women, not the 
business pressures directly, that giv e men 
their ulcers. 
Dr. Benjamin Paul, assistant professor 
of social anthropology at Harv ard, told a 
meeting of health organizations that the 
social scientists are exploring what he called 
“ areas of social strain” in search of causes 
for ailments like ulcers. 
He said so-called social climbing may be 
playing a big role in producing them, and 
quite plainly he put the responsibility for 
the climbing at the door of the women. 
Apparently they driv e their men “ to get 
ahead,” so the familv can mov e into a bet- 
v 
« 
ter neighborhood, buy a bigger house, get 
a better car, join a club, and so on. 
In recent decades, he noted, ulcers hav e 
l>ecome increasingly a man’s disease. Cases 
among women seem to be relativ ely fewer 
as time adv ances. 
Probably you nev er hear a man say to 
his wife these days: 
“ Take it easy, dear, or you’ll get an 
ulcer.”

THE CLA4)t’E 
Whenev er any Administration in Washington 
takes a position on any subject, there is always 
a cla que/of distinguished names that is used for 
supporting applause. The same names often ap­ 
peared in the Roosev elt and Truman Administra­ 
tions as now appear in the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration. For many of these men, it is always 
' God* in His heav en: All s right with the world." 
Unfortunately for their reputations, all has 
not gone well, certainly with the univ ersal desire 
for a restored and permanent peace. The war, 
which commenced in 19 14, has managed in one 
form or another to continue to this day. The pes- 
sinysts who questioned the v irtue of secret diplo­ 
macy and deals without principle hav e been justi­ 
fied by the course of ev ents. 
And so, one comes across comments concern­ 
ing the Yalta Agreements which are not borne 
out by the publication of the Yalta Documents. 
For instance. Harry Truman, then Vice Presi­ 
dent of the United Sta tes, said of them: 
“ We’re going to look forward to the most 
glorious period in the history of the world.” 
Surely, the period between 19 45 and 19 55 has 
not been the most glorious in the history of the 
world from the standpoint of achiev ement of sny 
kind. 
J ames Byrnes, who was present at Yalta, said: 
“ Ev ery person should be proud of the role 
played by the President, especially in the discus­ 
sion of economic and political problems. . . . I 
was tnm endously impressed by the comradeship 
and genuine affection showed by the three lead­ 
ers.” 
Elliott Roosev elt, in his book, “ As He Saw it,” 
giv es us this: 
“ Harry Hopkins is my witness for the sta te­ 
ment that the unity of Churchill, Stalin, and 
Roosev elt was a firmer and more tangible thing 
at Yalta than at Teheran. And it was ev ident 
that Fa ther’s role, ev en more than at earlier con­ 
ferences. was that of leader. It is not by chance 
that he sat in the middle, when the pictures were 
taken. He dominated Winston Churchill more 
completely than before; J oseph Stalin was like­ 
wise prepared to heed Father's counsel, to accept 
Fa ther’s solutions.” 
The ev idence in the documents shows that 
Stalin was a master of the situation and that the 
only one of the three who raised his v oice in fav or 
of the morality of Western civ ilization1 was Wins­ 
ton Churchill in his remarkable defense of free 
elections. 
Admiral William D. Leahy seems to hav e been 
one of the v ery few men in public life, particular­ 
ly among those who were close to President 
Roosev elt, who suffered misgiv ings. He said: 
” . . . The proposed peace Seemed to me a 
flightening sowing of dragon’s teeth that carried 
germs of an appalling war rev enge at some time 
in the distant future. There was another com­ 
pelling factor that kept me from sharing in the 
feeling of great hope, almost exultation that pre­ 
v ailed in our American delegation as we left 
Yalta: as to the practicability of maintaining 
world peace through the United Nations. The es­ 
sential agreement to destroy German militarism 
accepted at the conference would make Russia 
the dominant power in Europe.” 
We now know from the contents of the docu­ 
ments that Winston Churchil could not at Yalta 
hav e believ ed what he said at the time: 
“ The impression that I brought back from the 
Crimea and from all my other contacts is that 
Marshal Stalin and the other Sov iet leaders wish 
to liv e in honorable friendship and democracy 
with the Western democracies. . . . ” 
This must hav e been diplomacy rather than 
statesmanship speaking, for if any man suffered 
from a squeeze play it was Winston Churchill at 
Yalta who found himself between Roosev elt and 
Stalin. He was almost an unwanted middleman. 
In fact, Roosev elt occasionally indicated to Stalin 
that the British were a peculiar people who liked 
to hav e their cake and eat it too, thus giv ing 
Stalin a broad hint that he and Churchill were 
not a unit. 
I can only add. to be impartial, that the Re­ 
publican Senator from Vermont. Warren Austin, 
said of Yalta that “ It's the answer to a prayer.”

Washington (NEA) — Three 
times in recent days. Secretary 
of Sta te J ohn Foster Dulles has 
gone out of his way to stress 
the danger of war ov er For­ 
mosa. 
Returning from 
his trip to 
Southeast Asia, the secretary 
told his press conference: “ . . . 
It would seem as though it was 
quite possible at least that the 
Chinese Communists do not in­ 
tend to stop until it is apparent 
they are stopped by superior re­ 
sistance.” 
In Ottawa he told the Cana­ 
dian Parliament that he had 
returned from the Orient with 
a grav e sense of foreboding. The 
Chinese 
Communists, 
he 
de­ 
clared, were em otionally deter­ 
mined to driv e the W est out of 
Asia. 
On his way hack to W ashing­ 
ton Secreta ry Dulles stopped in 
New York to receiv e an award 
from the Adv ertising Club. He 
said that “ Chinese Communist 
methods may yet prov e more 
dangerous and prov ocativ e of 
war” than the Russian, indirect 
methods of aggression. 
Secreta ry 
Dulles 
concluded 
his New York speech by saying 
that, “ With national unity un­ 
der the calm and strong leader­ 
ship of President Eisenhower, I 
remain hopeful that peace will 
prev ail.”

THIS

REASSURING 
UTTERANCE is ov ershadowed, 
howev er, by the three much 
more alarming warnings pre­ 
ceding.

Much as the United Sta tes would 
like to stop testing and improv ­ 
ing atomic bombs, she dare not 
do so. 
“ We must not permit the de­ 
fenses of this country to be 
weakened by wild and probably 
baseless speculation about the 
genetics of future generations. 
Unless American scientists re­ 
main way out in front of Russian 
atomic scientists, there will be 
no future generations of Ameri­ 
cans. 
“ I am not accusing our Boul­ 
der (Colorado Univ ersity) radi­ 
ologists and their colleagues in 
other educational institutions in 
their fight against dev elopment 
of effectiv e leathal weapons by 
the United Sta tes of being Fifth 
Columnists. But I do think their 
employing of ‘fright stra tegy’ to 
create public sentiment against 
the necessary testing of atomic 
bombs is most damaging to the 
defenses of the free world.”

and keep such facts under cov er 
until Sunday, they ought to be

i upon the scientists of America 
depends our security and sa fety. 
The free world

tinue to protect 
us

enemies, the univ ersities and col­ 
leges must turn out scientists in 
ev er-increasing 
numbers. 
They 
gav e us the atomic bomb. They 
can protect 
us 
from 
harmful 
radiation. 
They 
hav e 
well- 
equipped laboratories in which 
to do these things. 
“ BUT. REMEMBER THIS, no 
true scientist leav es -his labora­ 
tory to run to the press with an 
unprov en supposition. The true 
scientist dev elops 
his 
theories 
patiently, 
quietly, 
thoroughly, 
through the relentless process of 
trial and error.” 
Gov ernor J ohnson’s comments

Care of Diamonds 
Is Problem Here 
By OSW ALD JACOBY 
Written for KEA Sendee 
The main problem in the play 
of today’s hand is the correct 
handling of the diamonds. This 
is no problem at all if you can 
see ail of the cards, so put your­ 
self into declarer’s place. You see 
only your own hand and the 
dummy. 
Whatever happens, you will 
need at least two clubs. You de­ 
cide to win the first trick in dum­ 
my in order to take a club 
finesse at once. The result of the 
finesse may, after all, have some 
efTect on how you will play the 
diamonds. 
The club 
finesse 
loses, 
and 
West returns another spade. You 
win the spade return in either 
hand and wonder how to go 
about winning all five diamond 
tricks. 
Each opponent is equally likely 
to have the queen of diamonds. 
If you needed only three dia­ 
mond tricks you could toss a 
coin in order to choose the “cor­ 
rect” way to finesse against the 
queen.
